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Notice of Allowability 

1 . This application has been examined. The Amendment filed 1 /1 3/05 has been 
entered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Amendment filed 1/13/05 puts the application into condition for allowance by inserting 
into the independent claims features clarifying and mentioning the techniques of how 
the machine vision tool is interoperably trained and run remotely via the network. The 
features combined are not set forth in the prior art of record. 

Independent claim 1 amended shows the method for interoperably training the 
machine vision tool remotely with the parameter information commanding the remote 
platform to train the tool, and including selecting via the user interface running on the 
local computing platform an image acquiring device connected to an image 
communications device on a second remote platform accessible via the network, in 
order to acquire an image of an object with the image acquiring device and send it via 
the network to the machine vision tool on the remote platform, then sending it back from 
the machine vision tool to the local platform and displaying it at the interface at which a 
region of interest is selected. Independent claim 7 amended shows the method for 
interoperably training the machine vision tool remotely with the parameter information 
commanding the remote platform to train the tool, including the outline drawn on the 
screen using the pointing device and producing the trained model via the machine 
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vision tool based on the trained parameter information. Independent claim 19 
amended show the method for interoperably running a machine vision tool remotely, 
including after causing the machine vision tool to be executed using the selected 
parameters and sending results of the executed machine vision tool to the local 
platform, displaying the results of the machine vision tool on the local platform whereby 
the machine vision tool has been interoperably run. Independent claim 24 amended 
shows the apparatus for interoperably running a machine vision tool remotely, including 
receiving remotely the identifier of the machine vision tool from the user interface on the 
local platform, and presenting results of executing the machine vision tool back to the 
user interface, to interoperably run the machine vision tool. Independent claim 32 
amended shows the computer readable medium corresponding to independent claim 24 
amended.
